"No, it isn't a dog at all," said Fish 
Commissioner E. G. Hlaukfonl; "it is a 
lizard about half way between tho 
wood-lizartl and the boll-bender. It 
comea from the western states, where, 
among epicures, it is considered supe- 
rior to tho latter. I am uncertain about 
the etymology of 'mud-iiuppy,' brit 
suppose it comes from tho animal's 
habits. It lives in muildy bottoms, and 
when c-xeited utti rs a cry s.niilar to 
that of a 3'ounLr dog. 1 believe its meat 
is tender, but as 1 have but one loft 1 
haven't boon able yot to form a practi- 
cal idea on tho subject. 1 had three, 
but our cat ate two of thoni one after- 
noon with groat liii.-jto. As that oat has 
a very delicate [)!il:ite, they must have 
been oxeoUent eating. If you'll go up 
st!iirs vou'll soo tho onlv specimen in 
New Vork." 

Tlio reporter climbed thn spiral stair- 
way to tho lisli tower on the corner of 
South and Heekman streets, where ho 
was received by Prof. H. J. llieo, tho 
pisoiculturist. in a large pan was tho 
solitary mnd-piip[)y. It is a lizard of 
sepia-brown color, wit h brownisii-bhu^k 
spots on its head and b.ick. it is about 
eleven inches long, an inch wide, a 
half inch thick. Tho legs are small 
ami woiik, the lail iliiek aud very mus- 
cular. From either side of the neck 
project throo frinsrod gills, which m:ike 
tho animal's head look as though orna- 
mented with well used loolii brushes. 

"I'rof. llieo said: "Does llio mud- 
pui>py bark? 1 really don't know. 
Tiiis one has niado no noiso since he 
arrived. Ono eve;iing hero there was 
tho cry of a puppy from near tlie tank, 
but it came from a younir street dog 
that had wandered into tho room by 
accident. 1 won't say that he can not 
bark, because nearly all reptiles have 
vocal chords, and some of them fair 
voices. Jersey bull-frogs are instances 
in ])oint. The mud-puppy is oviparious, 
aHd iaysits e^gs in the muddy bottom 
of streams after April. 'I'ho t^ggs hatch 
in a short time, and llio young reotilo 
comes forth full tledijod. It is dillieuli 
at this point to distinguish ono lizard 
from another. Unless it may bo in size 
nearly all are exactly alike. The young 
mud-puppy starts life with a tremen- 
dous apjielite. lie eats ovorytliiiig that 
comes along, antl grows rapidly. After 
ho attains his full growtli ho bocouies 
sluggish in his movomonts, and, being 
cold blooded, requires but Ultlo food. 
Still if you food him ho will oat inordi- 
nately and become (piito fat. This 
characterizes many reptiles. The hell- 
bondor, iguana, and bul'-frog can be 
similarly fjittenod. For this reason I 
think many reptiles have groat food 
value. In fattuning warm blooded an- 
imals a largo amount of food is con- 
sumed in generating heat; with cold 
blooiled animals tbi; loss is a niiiiimuin. 
Sometime or other the mud-])Ui:|iy and 
tho holl-beudor will be on the counler 
of every lish-doHlor. 1 suppose It will 
take some time for people to get over 
their prejudice against using mud-pup- 
pies for food. The last lime 1 spoke of 
It to a party here, a lady almost faint- 
ed. But, of course, thoy didn't appre- 
ciate aciontiflc ideas."— .AT. y. Sun.

France is being led into a trap by the 
■ttily Gei'mau chiiiicellor. She has been 
induced to fall out with her best 
friend — Engliuid — and to form nn iilli- 
8UC0 with a govorinnent whose Ihigjiiot 
five months ajjo, the Parisian populacu 
tpre down and trailed in the diut. Frutico 
owes Germany no love since the diatnem- 
b'ormont of hor empire; and tho German 
court, in ccmraon with all other Iiur<i- 
peaii courts, dislikea tho bare idea of a 
republican form of goveriiiiioiit planted 
tirmly on European anil. V>'hate\-er may 
have been tho inistakea of Gladstone — iuid 
hia foreign policy has boeu a auccessiun <if 
huge blunders over since he withdrew 
from the Transvaal in tho faco of a defeat 
inflicted by the lioora — he has niade u" 
miatako so grievous as that of Minister 
Ferry in coalescing with Bisniurck. 
Franco is tha Germau cat-apaw, wliat Eiii^ 
land refused to bo. Bismarck required 
only to aeparste England and Franco tu 
insure his domination in Europe, ilo has 
succeeded; and only 14 years alter Sedan 
and tho massacre of liaziollea Frenchnun\ 
are found to advocate the unhiily iillianee. 
Has France forgotten imw liisnnirck 
fooled Napoleon 111 in ISUu, when he 
oifered that monarch Belgium, the Lusum- 
burg and the left bank of the Rbino to 
secure the neutrality of Franco while liis- 
marck took Austria, Germany, Hanover 
and Saxony. With tlio brutnl candor 
which has ever diatiiiguiahed liisniarckian 
diplomacy, the great chancellor said, "wo 
are a pair of wolves. Let us carry oil" a 
sheep each and afterward settle \vhi> is lo 
have the skins." Sadowa followed and 
Germany marched olF with the shei'ii; but 
when Napoleon applied for hia iiuiitoii 
Bismarck replied, "iSnt an inch of torri 
tory, not a stone of a fortre.ss would (!nr- 
many conaont to part with." Napolenn 
was sold and when in 1H70 he 
endeavored to avenge himself for 
German treachery, he was beaten and 
dethroned and tho French territory dis 
memborod instead of that of Utdlaiid mid 
Belgium. Now the liMopter is at Wnrk 
again, and baa again caught the mnvaiy 
French in his toils, lie has turned on a 
torrent of abuse llinxigh the "reptile 
press," as ho hiriiMclf elegantly describes 
tlic (lonuan fr.r.rtli edtato.aj-auist Eiij^lan.l. 
He will givu tho republic her "sheep" in 
a free hand in all her c(jloni7,ation pru 
jocts; hia slieep is to bo, to xoll veroinizi' 
Holland — Gorman for "protectorate" in 
French. Only England will hold the 
Dutch Indies as a "gage." And when 
Holland is absorbed he will let France gut 
out of tho uiud as alio best can. Tluiii 
Germany will contract an alliance with 
England. These two powers, one ic.sial 
leas on land and the other re3i.sile.4s cm 
sea, will nip in the bud all troublers of 
European peace. And this latter result 
has nil the chances of being accomplished 
as tho conaoquence of the earth-hunger 
and the Anglophobia of the Third Me 
public. But more serious than tho war 
with China or the shelling of the Hovaa, 
or tliH ruLituro with lOuKhiiirl. is the 
financial condition of France. The budget 
has a deficit of 200 million francs — eight 
millions sterling — forty million dollars. 
The revenue returns keep steadily declin- 
ing, and now sources of taxatimi are in- 
visible to tho naked eye. A windfall- — a 
thing of beauty, but as aliortlivud as a 
snowfluke on the river- was the Chinese 
indemnity of 250 milliona. Both ignes 
fatui. Nothing remains but to resort to 
a national loan ; then will come tho tug of 
war. 



TEE GONTHACT SYSTEM. 

The contract system as carried out hern 
is a positive injury to the trades. Im- 
portant contracts are given out without 
udequato security being e.xacted from par 
ties whose bids are so low that heavy loss 
stares them in the face from tho start. In 
the result, what happens/ 'l"ho persona 
who supply the materials and tho men 
who supply the labor, remain unpaid, the 
contractor is ruined and the persons for 
whom tho work is being done arc losers in 
consequonso of tho delay. It would be well 
if architects and owners who have jobs to 
give out wore to pay some att'^ntiou to 
the lionnfulf.-i of bidders. Clieapiioss is 
not tho main object that should bo aimed 
at in awarding a contract. The standing 
and responsibility of the contractor ahuuld 
bo strictly iiKjuired into ;uid any man 
who bids below wliat is known to bo cost 
should have his bid returned to him. 



TIIAT EASTEllN THA UK 

Advices from San Franci.soo state that 
tho Central Bacific Railway Company, 
which for many years have run a lino of 
ateainships between San P'ranoisco and 
China, have withdrawn their boats, li ha,s 
been an open secret fur years that the 
line has nut paid. The boats have been 
only half full of freight in the best of 
tinioB, and since tho passage of the ro- 
Btriction act Imvo carried very few pas 
songera. 'J'he trade will now jjaas e.\- 
elusively into the hands of the Pacitic 
Mail Co , wbioli will run a steamer every 
six weeks. If anything were wanting tn 
show the insignificance of the much- 
vauntod "oastorn trade" this fact Hnjijiliei. 
it. All the tradic the Canadian I'acilir 
railway is likely to enjoy from that 
source would not till one car a diiy the 
year round. Whether that small ainounl 
of tratlic would prove an important factor 
in building up a great terminal city the 
the reader is left to judge.
